REVISION  OF  QUARANTINE  AND  REGULATIONS 


INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

The  following  revision  nioditie.^  the  jirea  regulated  under  the  pink  bollworm 
quarantine  and  regulations  by  releasing  from  restriction  all  parts  of  the  State 
of  Florida  formerly  included  in  the  regulated  area.  This  action  is  taken  on  the 
basis  of  very  careful  inspections  made  throughout  the  area  in  1935  and  1936, 
with  negative  results.  It  is,  therefore,  believed  that  eradication  efforts  have 
been  successful  in  Florida  and  that  quarantine  regulations  on  account  of  the 
pink  bollworm  of  cotton  are  no  longer  necessary  in  that  State.  No  other  changes 
are  made  in  the  regulated  areas. 

SUMMARY 

The  regulated  areas  under  this  revision  include  3  counties  of  southern  Ari- 
zona, 9  counties  of  southern  New  Mexico,  and  21  entire  counties  and  parts  of 
4  additional  counties  of  western  Texas.  Of  this  area,  tive  counties  and  part  of 
another  in  Texas  are  designated  as  heavily  infested,  and  the  other  areas  as 
lightly  infested.     (See  regulation  3.) 

No  stalks,  bolls,  or  other  parts  of  either  cultivated  or  wild  cotton  plants  and 
no  gin  waste  are  allowed  to  be  transported  interstate  from  any  regulated  area 
and  no  i)ermits  will  be  issued  for  such  movement,  except  that  the  local  trans- 
portation of  gin  waste  between  regulated  areas  is  authorized  after  freezing 
weather  starts.     (See  regulation  5.) 

Seed  cotton  niusi  not  be  transi)orted  interstate  from  any  regulated  area, 
except  between  contiguous  regulated  areas  for  giiuiing.     (See  regulation  0.) 

Cotton.seed.  cotton  lint,  linters,  cotton.^eed  hulls,  cake,  and  meal,  and  bagging. 
wrai)pers,  and  containers  which  have  been  used  for  cotton  or  cotton  prtxlucts 
must  not  be  transjjorted  interstate  from  any  regulated  al'ea  except  under  iH'r- 
mit.  Cotton.seed  produced  in  the  heavily  infested  area  must  not  be  moved  inter- 
state therefrom  and  no  permits  will  be  issued  for  such  movement.  (For  the 
conditions  governing  the  issuance  of  permits,  .see  regulations  7  to  V2  and  !.">.) 

Railway  cars,  boats  and  other  vehich's.  farm  liousehold  go«Mls.  farm  equip- 
ment, and  other  arti<les  must  n(»t  be  moved  interstate  from  regulated  jireas 
unless  free  from  contannnation  with  cottt)n  and  cotton  products.  (See 
regulatio!!  13. ) 

Ferniits  are  required  to  accompany  the  waybills  covering  shipments  of  re- 
stricted artl«ies,  or  in  the  case  of  highway  vehicles,  they  must  uccomimny  tlie 
vehides.      (See  regulation  IT).)

(Approved  Oct.  13,  1936;  effective  Oct.  14,  193G) 

I.  W.  K.  Cropjr.  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  have  determined  that  it  is 
necessary  to  (|uaraiitine  tlie  States  of  Aiizona.  New  Mexico,  and  Texas  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  llie  jtink  hollworni  {Prcthuiithora  (/os-siJijiclta  Saunders),  a 
danu(>n)us  insect  new  to  and  not  heretofore  widely  prevalent  or  distributed 
within  and  throuirhout  the  United  S  ates. 

Now,  therefore,  under  tiie  authority  conferred  by  section  8  of  the  Plant  Quar- 
antine Act  of  Au>,'us(  20,  1012  CM  Slat.  :Uo).  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress 
apiirnved  March  4,  11)17  (3J)  Stat.  ll.'U,  11G5),  and  having  duly  given  ihe  public 
hearini:  as  required  thereby,  I  do  quarantine  the  .said  Slates  of  Arizona,  New 
Mexi<(>.  and  Texas.  clTective  on  and  after  October  14,  ID.'JO.  Hereafter,  under 
thi"  ;iutiiority  of  said  act  of  August  20,  1012,  amended  as  af«>resaid.  (1)  c-nrton, 
wild  cotton,  including;  all  parts  of  ei  her  cotton  or  wild  c<ttt(»n  plants,  seed 
cotton,  cotton  lint,  linters,  and  all  other  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  filjer. 
gin  waste,  cottonseed,  cottons<»ed  hulls,  cottonseed  cake,  and  meal;  (2)  bagging? 
and  other  con'ainers  and  wrappers  of  cotton  and  cotton  products:  (3)  railway 
cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which  have  been  used  in  conveying  cotton  or 
cotton  products  or  which  are  fouled  with  such  prrducts ;  (4)  hay  and  other  farm 
jirodncts;  and  (5)  farm  hou.seiiold  goods,  farm  equipment,  and.  if  contaminated 
with  cotton,  any  other  articles,  shall  not  be  shii)ped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a 
connnon  carrier,  received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  carrier, 
or  carrif  d.  tran.sported,  moved,  or  allowed  to  l)e  moved  fom  the  States  of  Ari- 
zona. New  ^lexico,  or  Texas,  into  or  tiirough  any  other  Sta;e  or  Territory  or 
District  of  the  United  States  in  manner  or  method  or  under  conditions  other 
than  tho.se  prescribed  in  the  rules  and  regulations  hereinafter  made  and  amend- 
ments thereto:  I*rovi(Ic(l,  That  the  restrictions  of  this  quarantine  and  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto  may  be  limite<l  to  the  areas  in  a 
quai-antined  State  now,  or  which  may  be  hereafter,  designated  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  as  regulated  areas  when,  in  the  judgment  of  ihe  Secretary  of 
Agiiculture.  the  enforcement  of  the  aforesaid  rules  and  regulations  as  to  such 
regulated  areas  shall  be  adequate  to  prevent  thc^  spread  of  the  pink  bollworm  : 
Prorifhd  further.  That  such  limitation  shall  be  conditi(tned  ui)on  ihe  said  State 
j)roviding  for  and  enforcing  such  control  measures  with  respect  to  such  regu- 
lated areas  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  be  <leemed 
adequate  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  pink  bollworm  therefrom  to  other  parts  of 
the  State.

Regulation  1.  Definitions 

For  tlie  puriHise  of  tliese  regulations  the  following  words,  names,  and  terms 
shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean: 

(»i)  I'nik  ImUintnn. — The  insect  known  as  the  jiink  bollworm  of  cotton 
{Pivtiuofthora  f/ofiHt/pirlla   Saunders),   in  any   stage  of  development. 

ih)  Coltoii  (inil  cotton  jtroitiicts-  Cotton,  wild  cotton,  including  all  parts  of 
<'(»tton  tv  wild  cotton  plants  (plants  of  any  .sjiecles  of  the  genera  dossjipium 
and  Thurhvria)  \  seed  c«»tton:  cotton  lint  and  Inters,  including  all  forms  of 
unmanufactured  cott<»n  fiber;  gin  waste;  cottonseed:  cottonseed  hulls,  cake, 
and  meal. 

(r)    J  Ant. — All  forms  of  unmanufactured  liber  iiroduced   from  .s(»e(l  cotton. 

id)   Lintrni. — .\ll  f<»rms  of  unmannfa<ture<l    lll»<>r  pr<Mluced   from  cotlonsee<l. 

{(')  Strrili::('d  Mcrd. — Cottonseed  which  has  Imvu  sterilized  as  a  part  of  the 
rnnllhU(»us  proce.ss  of  ginning  at  a  tenqn'rature  of  not  h»ss  than  145''   F.  in  an 


approved  plant,  under  tlie  supervision  of  an  inspector,  for  such  a  period  and  in 
such  manner  and  method  as  is  authorized  by  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and 
Plant  Quarantine. 

(f)  Inspector. — An  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

{(J)  Moved  or  alloiced  to  he  moved  interstate. — Shipped,  offered  for  shipment 
to  a  common  carrier,  received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common 
carrier,  or  carried,  transported,  moved,  or  allowed  to  be  moved  fi'om  one  State 
or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United  States  into  or  through  any  other  State 
or  Territory  or  District. 

Regulation  2.  Limitation  of  Restrictions  to  Regulated  Areas 

Conditioned  upon  the  compliance  on  the  part  of  the  State  concerned  with  the 
provisos  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52  (revised),  tlie  restrictions  provided 
for  in  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of  the  articles  enumerated 
in  said  notice  of  quarantine  will  be  limited  to  such  articles  moving  from  the 
areas  in  such  State  now  or  hereafter  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
as  regulated  areas:  Provided,  That  restricted  articles  may  be  moved  inter- 
state without  permit  from  an  area  not  under  regulation  through  a  regulated 
area  when  such  movement  is  on  a  through  bill  of  lading. 

Regulation  3.  Regulated  Areas;  Heavily  and  Lightly  Infested  Areas 

Regulated  Areas 

In  accordance  with  the  provisos  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52  (revised), 
the  Secretary  of  Agi-iculture  designates  as  regulated  areas,  for  the  purpose  of 
these  regulations,  the  following  counties  in  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  and  Texas, 
including  all  cities,  districts,  towns,  townships,  and  other  political  subdivisions 
within  their  limits : 

Arizona  area. — Counties  of  Cochise,  Graham,  and  Greenlee. 

New  Mexico  area. — Counties  of  Chaves,  Dona  Ana,  Eddy,  Grant,  Hidalgo,  Lea, 
Luna,  Otero,  and  Roosevelt. 

Texas  area. — Counties  of  Andrews,  Brewster,  Cameron,  Cochran,  Culberson, 
Ector,  El  Paso,  Gaines,  Hidalgo.  Hockley,  Hudspeth,  Jeff  Davis,  Pecos,  Presidio, 
R(  eves,  Starr.  Terrell,  Terry.  Ward.  Willacy,  and  Yoakum;  that  part  of  Bailey 
County  lying  south  of  the  following-described  boundary  line :  Beginning  on  the 
east  line  of  said  county  where  the  county  line  intersects  the  northern  boundary 
line  of  league  2f)T ;  thence  west  following  the  northern  boundary  line  of  leagues 
207,  203,  101,  188.  175,  and  171  to  the  northeast  corner  of  league  171  :  thence 
south  on  the  western  line  of  league  171  to  the  northeast  corner  of  the  W.  H.  L.

Presidio,  and  T(M'rell,  in  the  State 
of  Texas,  and  all  of  IIudxiKih  Countif  in  the  same  State  except  that  part  of  the 
Tiortbw«'st  corner  of  said  county  lying  north  and  west  of  a  ridge  of  desert  land 
extending  from  the  banks  of  the  Kio  Grande  northeasterly  through  the  desert 
imuHMliately  west  of  the  town  of  McXary.  such  ridge  being  an  extension  of  the 
northwest  boundary  line  of  .'section  11.  block  65Vi>- 

LIGHTLY    INFESTED    AREAS 

The  following  areas  are  designated  as  lightly  infested:  The  counties  of 
Cochise.  Graham.  an<l  (ireenlee  in  Arizona^;  the  counties  of  Chaves,  Dona  Ana, 
Eddy.  Grant.  Hidalgo.  Lea.  Luna.  Otero,  and  Roosevelt  in  New  Mex  co :  the 
entire  counties  of  Andrews.  Cameron,  Cochran.  Ector.  El  Paso.  Gaines,  Hidalgo, 
Hockley.  Pecos,  Keeves,  Starr.  Terry.  "Ward,  Willacy,  and  Yoakum,  the  regulated 
parts  of  liailey.  Dawson.  Lamb,  and  Midland  Counties  in  Texas,  and  that  part  of 
the  northwest  corner  of  Huds]>eth  Ccmnty.  Tex.,  l.ving  north  and  west  of  a  ridge 
of  desert  land  extending  from  the  banks  of  the  Rio  Grande  northeasterly 
through  the  desert  immediately  west  of  the  town  of  McNary,  such  ridge  being 
an  extension  of  the  northwest  boundary  line  of  section  11,  block  6014. 

Regulation  4.  Extension  or  Reduction  of  Regulated  Areas 

The  regulated  areas  designated  in  regulation  3  may  be  extended  or  reduced 
as  may  be  found  advisable  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Due  notice  of  any 
extension  or  reduction  and  the  areas  jiffected  thereby  will  be  given  in  writing 
to  the  transportation  companies  doing  business  in  or  through  the  State  in  which 
.such  areas  are  located  and  by  publication  in  newspapers  selected  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  within  the  States  in  which  the  areas  affected  are  located. 

Regulation  5.  Stalks,  Bolls,  Gin  Waste,  Etc. 

Stalk<.  bolls,  jind  other  i»arts  of  cotton  or  wild  cotton  plants  (i)lants  of  any 
species  of  the  genera  (lossifi/iuin  or  Thurhcria) ,  and  gin  waste  shall  not  l)e  moved 
or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  a  regulated  area,  except  that  gin  waste 
may  be  nuived  intei-sfate  without  jx-rmit  from  a  gin  in  a  lightly  infested  area.' 
to  farms  in  another  regulated  area  within  the  contiguous  giiniing  territory 
thereof  on  condition  that  in  the  judgn)ent  of  the  inspector  such  movement  would 
not.  owing  to  the  arrival  of  freezing  weather,  increase  the  risk  of  spread  of  the 
piid<  Ixillworm. 

Re<!?uIation  6.  Seed  Cotton 

Seed  cotton  (including  grabbots)  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  l)e  moved 
interstate  from  regulate<l  areas  to  nonregulated  territory,  but  for  the  purpose  of 
uitniiiig.  .<eed  cotton  may  be  moved*  inlerst.ite  without  iiermit  fn»m  a  lightly 
infested  ar<'a  to  a  contiguous  regulated  area.

Regulation  7.  Cottonseed 

HELWILY   INFESTED  AREAS 

Cottonseed  produced  within  a  heavily  infested  area  shall  not  he  moved  or 
allowed  to  he  moved  interstate  from  that  area,  and  no  permit  will  be  issued  for 
such  movement. 

LIGHTLY  IXFESin)   AKEAS 

Cottonseed  produced  in  a  lightly  infested  area  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed 
to  be  moved  interstate  therefrom  unless  a  permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Permits  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  sterilized  seed  produced 
in  a  lightly  infested  area  on  condition  that  it  either  is  to  be  moved  to  another 
regulated  area  ^  without  passing  through  any  territory  not  regulated  under  this 
quarantine  or  under  the  Federal  quarantine  on  account  of  the  Thurberia  weevil, 
or  is  a  sample  to  be  moved  to  an  approved  laboratory  in  nonregulated  territory 
for  analysis,  or  is  a  sample  to  be  moved  for  some  other  approved  purpose. 

Permits  may  also  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  sterilized  seed  pro- 
duced in  a  lightly  infested  area  to  an  authorized  oil  mill  in  nonregulated  terri- 
tory for  crushing.  As  one  of  the  conditions  for  such  authorization  oil  mills  in 
nonregulated  territory  must  agree  to  maintain  such  safeguards  against  the 
spread  of  infestation  and  to  comply  with  such  restrictions  on  the  subsequent 
movement  of  the  linters  and  other  ijroducts  manufactured  from  the  seed  con- 
cerned as  may  be  required  by  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine. 

Permits  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  seed  fr«jm  lightly 
infested  area»  to  any  destination  on  condition  that  it  has  been  given  a  special 
heat  treatment  at  145°  F.,  maintained  under  approved  conditions  for  a  period 
of  at  least  1  hour  and  subsequently  has  been  protected  from  contamination  or 
has  been  given  such  other  treatment  as  may  later  be  approved  by  the  Bureau 
of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine. 

In  cases  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine,  the  carrying  out  of  the  treatments  required  in  this  regulation 
becomes  impracticable  owing  to  the  lack  of  satisfact<jry  facilities  or  for  some 
other  sound  reason,  permits  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of 
cottonseed  from  lightly  infested  areas  on  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  that  Bureau. 

COTTONSEED  PRODUCED  OUTSIDE   THE  REGULATED   ^VRE.\S- 

Cottonseed  produced  outside  of  but  brought  within  a  regulated  area  may  be 
moved  interstate  from  such  area  under  permit  on  condition  that  while  in  the 
area  the  seed  has  been  protected  from  contamination  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  inspector. 

Regulation  8.  Lint  and  Samples 

Lint  and  .samples  thereof  sliall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  inter- 
state from  a  regulated  area  unless  a  i>ermit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by 
the  United  States  Department  <»f  Agriculture. 

Permits  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  lint  or  samples  thereof, 
produced  in  a  regulated  area,  on  condition  that  the  .said  lint  was  produced  in 
a  gin  operated,  as  to  seed  sterilization  and  the  prevention  of  contamination,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  in.spector,  and  on  compliance  with  the  following  addi- 
tional requirements  which  shall  be  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  an 
inspectcn-  and  in  manner  and  l>y  method  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  Quarantine: 

P,aled  lint  produced  in  a  heavily  infested  area  (regardless  of  destination) 
must  be  given  both  vacuum  fumigation  and  either  compression  or  roller  treat- 
ment, unless  and  until  the  .said  Bureau  shall  apiirove  some  other  treatment  or 
treatments  for  the  puriM).se;  baled  liiit  produced  in  a  lightly  infested  area  to 
be  moved  to  nonregulated  territory  nnist  be  either  fumigated  under  vacuum,  tir 
compressed,  or  roller  treate<l,  or  given  such  other  treatment  us  may  later  Ik> 
appn»ved  by  the  said  Bureau;  baled  lint  and  samples  thereof  pro<hu-ed  in  a 
lightly  infested  area  may  be  moved  interstate  under  ixMinit  to  another  reguhited 
area  "*  without  fumigation  or  oilier  treatment  on  condition  that  the  nuitiTial  will 
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not  pass  through  any  cotton-growing  territory  outside  the  areas  regulated  under 
this  (luarantine  or  the  Federal  quarantine  on  account  of  the  Thurberia  weevil; 
sanijtles  (except  when  moved  as  above  from  a  lightly  infested  area  to  another 
regulated  area),  whether  produced  in  a  lightly  infested  or  heavily  inlested  area, 
must  be  either  fumigated,  inspected,  or  otherwise  treated  as  may  be  required 
l>y  the  inspector. 

Termiis  may  he  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  baled  lint  or  samples 
thereof  grown  outside  of  but  brought  within  a  regulated  area  and  to  be  moved 
therefrom,  on  the  furnishing  of  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  that  the 
sai<l  materials  have  been  protected  from  contamination. 

In  cases  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Qiiaraniine.  the  carrying  out  of  the  treatments  required  in  this  regulation 
bec«)mes  impracticable  owing  to  the  la<-k  of  satisfactory  facilities  or  for  some 
oiher  sound  reason,  permits  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  lint 
from  the  regulated  areas  on  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  that 
P.ureau. 

Regulation  9.  Linters  and  Samples 

Liuters  and  sMmjiles  thereof  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  inter- 
state from  a  regulated  area  unless  a  permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Permits  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  linters  or  samples 
thereof.  i>roduced  in  a  regulated  area  on  condition  that  said  linters  were  pro- 
duced from  sterilized  seed  and  protected  from  contamination  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  inspector,  and  on  compliance  with  the  followir.g  additional  require- 
ments which  sliall  be  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  and  in 
manner  nn<l  by  method  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine : 

Baled  linters  produced  in  a  heavily  infested  area  (regardless  of  destination) 
must  be  either  fumigated  under  vacuum  or  roller  treated,  or  given  such  other 
treatment  as  may  later  be  approved  by  the  said  Bureau  ;  baled  linters  produced 
in  a  lightly  infested  area  to  be  shipped  to  nonregulate{l  territory  must  be 
either  fumigated  under  vacuum,  or  conqiressed,  or  roller  treated,  or  given  such 
other  treatment  as  may  later  be  ai)proved  by  the  said  Bureau  ;  baled  linters 
and  samples  thereof  produced  in  a  lightly  infested  area  may  be  shipped  inter- 
state under  permit  to  another  regulated  area  ■*  without  fumigation  or  other 
treatment  on  condition  that  the  material  will  not  pass  through  any  cotton- 
growing  territory  outside  the  areas  regulated  under  this  quarantine  or  the  Fed- 
eral quarantine  on  account  of  the  Thurberia  weevil;  samples  (except  when 
moved  as  above  from  a  lightly  infested  area  to  another  regulated  area), 
whether  produced  in  a  lightly  infested  or  heavily  infected  area,  must  be  either 
fumigate-l,  inspected,  or  otherwise  treated  as  may  be  required  by  the  inspector. 

Permits  may  be  i>»sued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  baled  linters  or  samples 
thereof  grown  outside  of  but  brought  within  a  regnlat(>d  area  and  to  be  moved 
ther(^frem  en  the  furnishing  of  evidence  satisfactcry  to  the  inspector  that  such 
materials  have  been  protcn-ted  from  contamination. 

In  cases  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quar- 
antine, the  carrying  out  of  the  treatments  required  in  this  regulation  becomes 
impracticable  owing  to  the  lack  of  satisfactory  facilities  or  for  some  other  sound 
reason,  permits  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  linters  from  the 
regulated  areas  on  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  that  Bureau. 

Regulation   10.  Mill   Waste,   Unbaled   Lint  and   Linters,  and   Other   Forms  of 
Unmanufactured  Lint  and  Linters 

No  form  of  cotton  lint,  linters.  or  liber  .shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved 
interstate  from  a  regulated  area  unless  a  permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor 
by  the  United  States  Dejjartment  of  Agriculture.  excei)r  that  no  permit  is  re- 
quired for  the  interstate  trans])ortation  of  materials  which  have  been  woven  or 
spu!i  from  cotton  lint  or  linters  and  are  inicontaminated  with  other  cotton  or 
cotton  i)roducts.  nor  for  the  interstate  transport  at  ii'U  of  mattresses,  pillows, 
cushions,  or  upholstery  which  have  be(»n  connnercially  manufactured  in  com- 
l)liance  with  the  pink  bollworm  regulations  of  the  State  concerned  and  in  which 
any  unwoven  lint  or  linters  used  are  completely  enclosed  in  the  finished  product. 
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Permits  maj'  be  issued  authorizing  the  interstate  movement  from  a  regulated 
area  of  mill  waste  and  of  all  other  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  fiber  for 
which  permits  are  required  under  these  regulations  and  which  are  not  spe- 
cifically covered  in  regulations  8  and  9,  on  condition  that  the  material  has  been 
fumigated  and  compressed  or  roller  treated,  or  has  been  given  such  other  treat- 
ment or  handling  as  will,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomologj'  and 
Plant  Quarantine,  eliminate  risk  of  spread  of  the  pink  boUworm. 

Regulation  11.  Cottonseed  Hulls,  Cake,  and  Meal 

No  cottonseed  hulls,  cake,  or  meal  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved 
intersrate  from  a  regulated  area  unless  a  permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Permits  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  from  a  heavily  infested 
area  to  any  destination  of  cottonseed  hulls  obtained  from  sterilized  cottonseed 
and  subsequently  protected  from  contamination  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  in- 
spector on  condition  that  they  are  given  such  additional  treatment  as  may  be 
required  by  the  inspector.  Permits  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement 
from  a  lightly  infested  area  ^  of  cottonseed  hulls  produced  from  sterilized  cotton- 
seed and  subsequently  protected  from  contamination  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
inspector  on  condition  that  they  are  either  to  be  moved  to  another  regulated  area 
without  passing  through  any  territory  not  regulated  under  this  quarantine  or 
under  the  Federal  quarantine  on  account  of  the  Thurberia  weevil,  or  are  to  be 
moved  to  nonregulated  territory  and  have  been  given  such  additional  treatment 
as  may  be  required  by  the  inspector. 

Permits  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  from  a  regulated  area 
to  any  destination  of  cottonseed  cake  and  meal  produced  either  from  sterilized 
cottonseed  or  from  cottonseed  obtained  from  nonregulated  territory  on  condi- 
tion that  the  cake  and  meal  have  been  protected  against  subsequent  contamina- 
tion with  cottonseed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector. 

Regulation  12.  Bagging  and  Other  Wrappers  and  Containers 

Bagging  and  other  wrappers  and  containers  which  have  been  used  in  connec- 
tion with  or  which  are  contaminated  with  cotton  or  cotton  ijroducts  shall  not 
be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  a  regulated  area  unless  a 
permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  Permits  may  be  issued  on  condition  that  such  bagging  or  other 
wrappers  or  containers  have  been  cleaned  or  treated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
inspector. 

Regulation  13.  Cars,  Boats,  Vehicles,  Household  Goods,  and  Equipment 

Railway  cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which  have  been  used  in  conveying 
cotton  or  cotton  products  or  which  are  fouled  with  such  products,  and  farm 
household  goods,  farm  equipment,  and  other  articles,  if  contaminated  with 
cotton  or  cotton  products,  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate 
from  a  regulated  area  until  they  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned  or  treated  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  inspector.  No  permit  is  required  for  the  movements  allowed 
under  this  regulation. 

Regulation  14.  Hay  and  Other  Farm  Products;  Cottonseed  Oil 

Hay  and  other  farm  products,  the  interstate  movement  of  which  has  not  been 
specifically  restricted  or  provided  for  elsewhere  in  these  regulations,  and  cot- 
tonseed oil,  may  be  moved  interstate  without  i>ermit  or  other  restriction  until 
further  notice. 

Regulation    15.  General   Permit   Provisions;    Marking  and   Labeling;   Storage, 
Cartage,  and  Labor  Costs 

To  ol)taiii  permits  under  the.se  reuulations,  appll<'ati»>n  shouM  be  made  either 
to  the  nearest  local  insiK'ctor,  or  to  the  Burejiu  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine,  521  Avenue  A.  San  Antoido,  Tex. 
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IVrmits  may  snocify  a  dostiiiation  point  or  a  limit od  destination  area  for  the 
shipment,  and.  in  that  event,  the  material  concerned  shall  not  be  moved  or 
nUoNved  to  he  m<»ved  interstate,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  destinations  other 
than  those  siK'cilled  in  snch  permit. 

Copies  of  the  iK'rmits  reipiired  nnder  these  re^nlations  shall  he  attached  to 
the  artii'les  or  to  the  waybills  or  other  shipping;  papers  which  accompany  the 
shipment.  In  the  ca.se  of  movenuMit  by  a  roa(l  vehicle,  copies  of  the  permit  shall 
accompany  the  vehicle.  The  i)ro(lncts  or  articles  so  moved  sh.ill  bear  such 
njarkinu  and  labelinji:  as  may  be  necessary,  in  tlu^  judj;ment  of  tlie  insi)ector, 
to  idnit  ily  the  material. 

All  charjires  for  storage,  cartage,  and  labor,  incident  to  inspection,  other  than 
the  services  of  insiMJctors,  shall  Ik»  paid  by  the  shipper. 

Regulation  16.  Shipments  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 

Products  and  articles  subject  to  restriction  in  these  rejiculations  may  l)e  moved 
interstate  by  tlie  Inited  States  Department  of  Agriculture  for  experimental  or 
scientilic  purposes,  on  such  ccmditions  and  under  such  safeguards  as  may  be 
prescrilK'd  by  the  Uureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.  The  container 
of  articles  so  moved  shall  bear,  s(Hurely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof,  an 
identifying  tag  from  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  showing 
compliance  with  such  conditions. 

These  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  October  14,  1936, 
and  shall  supers(Mle  on  that  date  the  revised  rules  and  regulations  issued  under 
Notice  of  (Quarantine  No.  ~)2  (revised),  on  December  4.  1I>.'J5.  as  amended  to  date.
